HALLOWEEN - - - - 


A lot of Junior College students were 
somewhat unhappy last week because they 
couldn’t get tickets to the TJC-Kilgore foot¬ 
ball game. There were several reasons for 
this. For one, we were sent only 378 stu¬ 
dent tickets for the entire college with a limit 
of one per customer. However, ticket sales 
were conducted by a downtown business firm 
with no- limitations whatsoever; anyone 
could buy as many tickets as he liked. And 
many did just that, buying 50 or 75 tickets 
and reselling them for anywhere from $3 to 
$7.50. Apparently the scalpers must have 
cleaned up, because the stands at Kilgore 
were running over. 

The whole situation in itself is bad enough, 
but the worst is that some of those who added 
scalping to their other activities were Tyler 
Junior College students. It seems contemp- 
ible that the business end of the sporting 
event of the season should be handled in such 
an unsporting manner, particularly by those 
most intimately associated with it; that any 
student should engage in such a shabby deal 
at the expense of his school and fellow stu¬ 
dents. If you are a disappointed student 
who didn’t get a ticket you will probably 
agree enthusiastically. The whole affair is 
significant, occurring as it has in an institu¬ 
tion with so much professed school spirit. 

There is no reason to believe that the same 
thing won’t happen again next year unless 
something is done, and now is the time to 
think about it. The solution seems self-evi¬ 
dent : there should be a definite restriction on 
the number of tickets any one person could 
Jbuy. This might work a hardship on firms 
"where one person buys tickets for all the em¬ 
ployees, but not an insurmountable one. And 
it would eliminate the scalping and give 
everyone equal opportunity to buy tickets. 
As a further safeguard, we suggest that the 
ticket sales be taken out of the hands of Ty¬ 
ler merchants and handled directly by the 
college. Sometimes it takes a mistake to 
learn to do something properly, but it would 
be inexcusable to make the same mistake 
twice.

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Dewey Wins 2-1 In Pow Wow's 
Pre-Election Poll Of Student Opinion 


In an unofficial presidential 
poll taken by the Pow-Wow, Dew¬ 
ey was ahead by neatly a two to 
one lead.* The poll was taken 
at random from the TJC student 
body. Twenty students were 
asked to name the candidate 
whem they thought would win 
and the reason for their deci¬ 
sion. On the Truman side it is 
interesting to note that two men, 
Oneal Innman and Joe Allen, 
seemed to think that the Dixie- 
crats and Progressives would re¬ 
turn to the Democratic fold at 
election time. On the Dewey 
side more people attributed a 
Republican victory to the Demo¬ 
cratic Party split than any other 
reason. Another interesting 
thing about this poll was that 
women . will not air their views 
on politics and consequently only 
one co-ed appears on this poll.

Peru Army Rushes 

To Slop Rebellion 

• 

Lima, Peru, Oct. (/P). — The 
government rushed loyal troops to 
its defense today after an army 
garrison revolted at Arequipa. It 
was Peru’s second major rebellion 
Within 25 days. 

President Jose Luis Bustamante 
Rivero’s government announced 
late last night that Brig. Manuel 
Odria, commandant of the Are¬ 
quipa garrison and a former min¬ 
ister of government (interior), and 
troops under his command had 
launched an insurrection. 

A communique, which gave no 
details of the progress of the re¬ 
volt, said the government was tak¬ 
ing “necessary measures to subdue 
the subversive movement.” 

The government said troops at 
Lima, the capital, and other gar¬ 
risons in the north and south had 
remained loyal. Arequipa is in 
Southern Peru, about 135 miles 
from the Bolivian border. The 
president broadcast a message to 
the nation denouncing the Are¬ 
quipa revolt as the work of a small 
group of “ambitious and resentful” 
men. 

He warned that the government 
was ready to act firmly and ap¬ 
pealed to the rebels to lay down 
their arms.
